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School strike ends 

More than 27,000 striking technical school students 
streamed back to their clossroonis this morning, where 
they were expected to ratify a proposed settlement of Iheir 
three-day strike. ' ' 



The agreement was reached 
In Quebec City yesterday after 
dissident student leaders met 
Education Minister Paul Gé- 
rin-Lajoie. They were protest- 
ing the arbitrary extension of 
the school term by one month, 
which would cut, down their 
summer earnings. 

Describing the strike as "a 
'Victory for student syndi- 
calism," union leader Michel 
Dclorme said he expected stu- 
dents to approve the agree- 
ment. UGEQ President Robert 
Nelson said he was "en- 
couraged" by the success of. 
the strike. ' 

After a cabinet meeting, the 
government proposed that a 
committee of two civil ser- 
vants and two students study 
"measures which take into ac- 
count the special needs of 
technical school students 
within the framework of the 
general system of family al- 
lowances, school allowances 
and the system of student aid" 
and report: by March 1. . 

Govemmeot sources said 
the agreement would probably 
mean that student aid would 
be increased to compensate 
for lost revenue. 

A second committee would 
establish an employment po- 
licy to help -'Students find 
woric that is closely connected 
with their trade. 

Students in the 60 technical 
and trade schools immobilised 
by the strike — the largest 
of its kind in Canadian history 



— were to vole on the propo- 
sals today. 

A simple majority is requir- 
ed to approve the formula. 
Delorme expected it to be ap- 
proved handily. His Federa- 
tion des Etudiants de l'Ensei- 
gnement Spécialisé du Québec 
is affiliated with UGEQ^^ 
' UGEQ leaders comineiited 
privately that strike action 
was now satisfying student 
grievances. 

The; strike led toîtb^jjesta- 
blishment of plckct^Ums^nd 
the near-unanimous solidarity 
of students. 

In a dramatic show of 
strength yesterdajTjj^a b o U t 
2,500 "^stiidenU^ammed the 
Centre Paul Sauvé in cast end 
Montreal where union leaders 
urged members to hold the 
line. 

Meanwhile, In St. Hyacin- 
the two textile companies 
were accused of using '"inti- 
midation" to get students back 
to the booksj^gij^^^ , 

Jeaii' Beatideffpresident of 
the union at l'Institut des Tex- 
tiles said the Celanese Co. arid 
Dominion Textile Co. both 
threatened to withdraw shol- 
arship aid to about 100 stu- 
dents at the school. 

The students, who are paid 
$25 per week, received the 
threats by telegram. When 
they were made public, indi- 
gnant students in the town's i 
three high schools said they | 
would strike in sympathy. i

Gyula Imre, 50, is a tired, hungry and disillusioned McGili- student. Born In Budapest to a 
family of nine, he fought the Nazis in the Hungarian Resistance movement. 

After the war, Gyula studied ney, just enough to . enroll in 
chemical engineering for three third year science last Septem- 



years; but three days before fi- 
' ' nal exams he was disqualified for 
having criticised the regime. 

In 1056, he fled his homeland 
and emigrated to Canada expect- 
ing a new and brighter life. 

Vo bis dismay, the- dreamed-of 
valhalla was a bread line and a 
Jcind of degradation he had never 
known. 

Gyula was exploited by ruth- 
less employers, like the private 
school that paid him $150, room 
and board for teaching a-, full 
year. 

But the tough bachelor ma- 
naged to accumulate a little mo- 



ber. 

He expected a small bursary, 
just enough to help him stay 
alive. Last month the provincial 
government turned down his 
bursary request. 

Now Gyula has $5.25 to his 
name plus a few dicmistry texts, 
a storehouse of pride and a faded' 
vision of the good life. 

He didn't want the story to 
appear in this journal when he- 
first walked bito our offices. 

All he- wanted was a new pair 
of boots to replace the punctur- 
ed, mud filled pahr he was wear 
Ing, Unshaven and dressed in a 



faded brown suit he bought se- 
cond hand five years ago, Gyula 
finally consented to tell his story 
to the campus. 

"I was expecting a $500 loan 
and éa^SSOP bursary. I had cal- 
culaw^nl^fhiancial needs and 
had^jnst enough to live on until 
the end of November. 

"Then the government crossed 
me: Some machine rejected my 
application. I'm a good student 
and study hard; but now I don't 
know what to do. 

"llfex|^ about freedom and 
demômcyrénd'.give me less than 
the poorest student gets In Hun- 
gary. I am struggling for ray

Pastor sees Christian

Mrs. Indira Gandhi has succeeded her 
faJher, Pandit Nehru, via Mr. Shostri. Nehru 
himself wonted to name her his successor 
but was reluctant to do so because he might 
bo accused of establishing a Nehru dynasty 
at New Delhi. 

In the Pakistan Presidential election 
Ayub Khan gained an easy victory over his 
powerful female opponent Miss Fotima Jin- 
nah, sister of the nation's founder. One 
wonders if the Pakistani voters were not 
perhaps mistaken in their choice. It would 
have been fascinating to see if these two 
charming ladies, the destinity of 600 mil- 
lion people in their hands, could have got 
along. 

During Nehru's reign, there was a bitter 
struggle for the leadership within his power- 
ful clan.

Mme Pandit, now a member of Parlia- 
ment, was the first member of the Congress 
party to assail the Shastri government for in- 
competence and weak leadership. It remains 
to be seen if the ageing auntie will spare her 

nice Indira. , • . 

With next year's general election In 
mind, the Bosses of the Congress party have 
conscripted Mrs. Indira Gandhi (no relation 
to Mahatma Gandhi). The reasorrs ? India 
today is plagued by the worst famine of the 
century; her agriculture is virtually stagnant; 
her industry is grinding to a halt; the mili- 
tary adventure against Pakistan has left her 
so bankrupt that she is unable to pay even 
the freight rates for the free wheat supplied 
by the United States; food riots and indus- 
trial unrest ore sweeping India.

Some people clàim that India is ruled by 
consensus; Quite so — the consensus of d fevv 
Industrial magnates — Birlos, Tolas, Dalmibs .. 
and Joins, who own Congress as well as the 
nation's press, and have accumulated im- 
mense private wealth and power at public 
cost. In his book, The Crisis of India, author 
Ronald Segal puts it succinctly s 

"The Congress • government has given 
the business community the means by which 
to hold the Congress party to ransom... 
Indian independence, for so long the promise 
of the poor, has become instead the reward 
of the rich". 

This was sanctified by Mahatma Gandhi 
. himself, a great friend of the biggest indus- 
trialist Birla. The rich, he proclaimed, were 
"trustees" holding their pos,se$sions,''ln trust" 
for the poor. Some trusts, some trustees ! 

As early as 1936, Nehru declared : "The 
major probleiTi of India is that of the land — 
of rural poverty and unemployment and a 
thoroughly out-of-date land system". Yet 
after 1 8 years in power, Nehru had made 
: little progress in this vital matter. Economist 
Nicholas Kaldor has estimated that $450 
million escape the government through tax 
evasion every year. There are about $10 
billion worth of gold lying in private hands. 
One wonders if Mrs. Indira Gandhi will suc- 
ceed where her illustrious father proved so 
impotent. 

Unable to cope with staggering domestic 
problems, Indian leaders have adopted the 
classic technique of diverting the attention 
of the masses from unpleasant internal pro- 
blems to external "enemies". 

They must realize that in the. long-run 
this tactic will not work. If the "non-violent, 
secular and democratic" India would, for a 
change, practise what she so noisily prea- 
ches, the life of her neighbours and her own 
suffering and silent multitudes would be 
much more pleasant.
